tion. A meeting held at San Francisco 
on Saturday developed a high tempera- 


ture, Los Angeles being the heater. 
Says Sunday’s Chronicle: 


A few of the southern lines have had 


agencies at the later point for the past few 
mouths and have reaped a rich harvest, | 


but as the weather is getting warmer and 
travelers show a preference for the north- 


ern routes, the southern lines are willing 


to give up their Los Angeles agencies if 
they can keep competitors out of that 
field. It is claimed by some of the agents 
that the offices established there already 
were opened in violation of the printed 
agreement of the association. At the 
meeting yesterday the southern railroad 
men opened the ball by declaring that 
they were anxious to have a binding rule 
enforced that no agency could be main- 
tained at Los Angeles hereafter. The op- 
position element, composed of the north- 
ern lines, announced itself in favor of 
throwing the southern passenger business 
open to all the roads, giving each a fair 
chance, 

The representatives of the Atlantic 
and Pacific, Union Pacific, Missouri 
Pacific and other roads were outspoken 
in opposition to the project of locking 
out agencies, but they were in a ‘min- 
ority and the motion to abolish the 
Los Angeles agencies was carried. Mr, 
Hitchcock, General Passenger Agent of 
the Union Pacific, declared that they 
couid do as they pleased, but he would 
send an agent to open an officy in Los 
Angeles at once. 

The war is fairly on, G. E. Brand, act- 
ing under instructions from J. H. Wood- 
ward, opened here on Monday an office 
for the Wabash. He already repre-| 
sented tthe Missouri Pacific. Geo. 
Cowan, Assistant Geueral Passenger 
Agent for the Union Pacific, has arrived 
here to open an office for his road; and 
the Denver and Rio Grande and other 
lines will soon be similarly represonted 
here. The passenger business has as- 
sumed striking proportions at this point, 
$67,000 worth of tickets being sold here 
last month, $6,000 worth on the 30th 
alone. The oncoming war is apt to cause 
a drop in rates, at which the public will 
hardly grumble. The association will 
probably be disrupted.
